WAS SENTENCED TO DEATH 


He Declares Havana Will Give Americans 
All the Fighting They Want. 


VICTORIA'S SUBJECTS LEAVE ISLAND 


Vice Consul from England Sends His 
Family Away from Havana on 
Account of Unsettled Con- 
dition—People Fleeing 
to the Country. 


Key West, Fla., April 25.—The British 
steamer Myrtledene, Captain Milburn, from 
Philadelphia, on April 8th, for Havana and 
Oardenas, arrived here this morning from 
Havana. 

Her commander reports that the news of 
the sailing of the United States fleet 
received at Havana just previous to 
‘departure of the Myrtliedene. He admits 
that it created no excitement in the city, 
but the price of meat immediately jumped 
from 24 to WD cents. . 

According to Captain Milburn, Havana 
does not fear bombardment, because, the 
Gpaniards say, the United States began 
‘the war in the interest of humanity, and 
Siscabardment would be contrary to such a 


purpose.

Ever Man Is Drilled. 

At Havana, it appears, the cunditions pre- 
vailing are mot unusual, except that the 
city is crowded gwith troops, and that the 
Spanish officers are drilling every man 
‘they can press into the service. 

The Myrtledene reached Havana a week 
ago Saturday, and her captain went ashore. 
He says he walked over to the new fortifi- 
cations at Casa Blanca to make observa- 
tlons, when three or four Spanish soldiers, 
with fixed bayonets, arrested him as an 
American spy. The captain was taken to 
‘(Moro castle, and after three or four hours 
had elapsed he was informed that sentence 
had been passed upon him and that he 
Was to be shot in an hour. The captain, 
who is an intense Britisher, replied: 

“Why wait an hour? Shoot me now

The British vice consul, Arthur Arosteguy, 
i'was interested in the case and Captain 
Milburn was released. Captain Milburn 
adds: 

“Havana will give you all the fight- 
ing you want when you land!” 

The Myrtledene left Havana Friday night, 
just as the American fleet was coming in 
sigbt. The British consul, anxious for his 
family’s safety, sent them to Key West by 
the steamer. She had a cargo of coal, 1,200 
tons of which she discharged in Havana. 
Captain Milburn intended to ship 5,000 tons 
of sugar now in Cuba, the property of Mr. 
‘Revel, an American, but he was advised 
to leave port promptly. 

According to statements of the family 
of Arthur Arosteguy, the British vice con- 
sul at Havana, who arrived on the Myrtle- 
‘dene today, great excitement prevails in 
Havana, and at the time the Myrtledene 
left port the people were leaving for the 
open country in all directions, At Mari- 
@nano, just outside of Havana, a train was 
held up by an excited crowd eager to

A patrol force of vessels either owned 
or chartered by the army department Was 
therefore sent out tonight and all ships 
were warned and ordered to lay to until 
daybreak. At that time the picket fleet 
will act as escort to vessels that have 
been held up during the night and will 
escort them through ‘the line of torpedoes 
and mines with which the harbor is now 
lined. The Washington, Norfolk and Rich- 
mond steamers were allowed to leave to- 
night as usual, but beginning tomorrow 
night will have to leave before sunset in 
time to be clear of the harbor.

WHY WAR WAS DECLARED 


Protests and Suggestions Were Registered 
by Foreign Embassies, 


PRIZE = COMMISSIONER APPOINTED 


Roosevelt’s Resignation as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Has Been

Given a Commission in 
Volunteer Army. 


Washington, April 2%.—Congress today 
formaly declared war to exist between 
the United States and Spain, the senate 
passed the naval appropriation bill carry- 
ing large amounts of money for the im- 
provement of our sea fighting arm of the 
federal service, the Hull army reorganl- 
gation bill was passed by the senate and 
now goes to conference, Secretary Sher- 
man resigned as chief of the state depart- 
ment to be succeeded by Assistant Secre- 
tary Day, and the latter by John B. Moore, 
of New York, an acknowledged authority 
on international law, and the war depart- 
ment calléd on the several] states for their 
quota to the volunteer army of the United 
States. 

These make up the important events of 
the day. 

It was not announced when Secretary 
Sherman's resignation would take effect, 
the secretary having yielded his original 
idea of leaving at once, and it is presumed 
that he will remain until. Day is qualified 
as his successor. The selection of Mr. 
Moore, who is now professor of interna- 
tional law at Columbia university, New 
York, to succeed the latter, was warmly 
welcomed by all of the state department 
employes. He was appointed from Dela- 
ware in the state department by Mr. Bay- 
ard when the latter was secretary, and 
served under several administrations with- 
out regard to political changes. Mr. Moore 
is an authority on certain branches of in- 
ternational law and his selection will do 
mugh to strengthen the state department 
in the present emergency. 

The officials of the department, with the 
assistance of the attorney general, have 
been preparing another proclamation which 
will be issued in‘a @ay or.ttwo, this time 
treating of prizes and defining the condi- 
tions and time when such seizures might 
be made. 

It is believed that the protest and 
suggestions coming from foreign em- 
bassies and legations here have led 
the department to define, once for all, 
its position in this matter. 

A prize commissioner was appointed this 
morning in the person of Commander John 
Wynn, a retired naval. officer. He will be 
stationed at Key West, where he now re- 
sides, and it will be his duty, in conjunc- 
tion with two of the members yet to be 
selected as part of the commission, to make 
appraisements of the value of prizes and 
to assist the prize crews in their work. 

It has been understood for some time 
past that Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, of 
the navy department, would soon retire in 
order to enter the military service in he 
Cuban campaign.

Chickamauga Park, April %5.—(Staff Correspondence The Constitution.)—Caval- 
ry evolutions,ordered for 9 o'clock this morning, made a beginning in the warlike 
feature of the encampment, and the shrill bugle call brought attention to the head- 
quarters of the Sixth. 

Man and horse were equally ready for the work, and the broken character of 
the ground gave fine display, in the rounding of curves, the disappearance into 
valleys and the reappearance upon the summit of another eminence. As the whole 
command, after breaking into squadrons and into smaller divisions, would answer 
to the call of realignment, riding down with full force and spirit, it did not require 
much imagination to picture the terror which they would create as they would 
throw their full weight against the Spaniards. One young lMeutenant, with the 
faxen locks of a Saxon trooper and limbs which were as long as agile, could al- 
most wind himself as a ribbon around his charger, making a splendid marker for 
his comrades when he sat erect a head above every trooper surrounding him. His 
carriage recalled the dash of Custer, whose daring recklessness cost him his life 
as well as that of his whole command at the hands of Sitting Bull’s men. 

The cool, crisp atmosphere of the morning had dispelled the dampness of the 
past few days, though the ground on the bottoms was soggy and wet. The im- 
proved conditions had the necessary effect upon the men, whose first work was to 
put camp in readiness, answer the regulation calls, and then stroll out looking at 
the reward of soldiers who had fought in another generation. Many of them are 
doomed to find early graves in a foreign land, some few will prove themselves to be 
men of the hour, and rise to eminence, while the majority will sink back to civilian 
life in time, only to become the prey of politicians, whose peace principles kept them 
at home in time of danger, and only grew into ferocity when there was no enemy 
in sight. 

The Arriving Troops Scanned. 


A visit around the camps necessarily begins at the depot, where there has just 
arrived a cavalry regiment, with its train sypplies. As the men tumble out of the 
stuffy passenger coaches in which they have been confined for several days their 
first thought must be for their horses, which have to be coaxed out with consider- 
able difficulty, but once in open air, so full of restrained energy, that they make 
violent efforts to throw it off. Hundreds of civilians, as well as soldiers already on 
the field, stand around to greet the boys. The unloading of the immense army 
wagons from the flat cars, and the loading of tents, equipages and supplies upon 
them is none of it light work. When all is ready, the command is given to move, 
and up the winding hill upon which is now located the headquarters of General 
Brooke, the whole column stretches out and begins to take shape. Here and there 
may be found a trooper who shows evidence of having had something in his 
pocket, but his horse is full sober at least, though restive under his g confine- 
ment. Reaching a field which has been designated for their encampment a halt is 
made, and the work begins, the whole scene looking more like a thick colony of 
ants, passing and repassing as they go to and from some newly discovered sugar 
lump. 


Ladies Watching the Cooking. 


Among the ladies who visit the camp, the greatest interest centers in the culi- 
nary service. They will halt their vehicles for an hour at a time and watch the 
modus operandi with the utmost interest. Upon the arrival of the Sixth a num- 
ber of ladies present becameso interested that they alighted and went over to 
the cook to get the inside facts as to how an army of men was fed. A commis- 
gary tent stood hard by, filled with barrels of flour and potatoes, boxes of hard- 
tack, canned goods, beans, and a quantity of fresh and salted meats. A hastily 
improvised wood fire had been built, above which crossed an iron rod, resting upon 
two iron supports stuck in the ground. From this rod thus depended-the pots, out 
of which the steam was already rising, while a short distance off stood the com- 
pany baker, a solid looking man of German mold, who, with sleeves rolled up, 
was kneading the dough with strokes hard enough to be heard half a mile off. 

“What splendid bat biscuits he could make with that stroke,” exclaimed: one 
of the ladies. 

It looked as if he was making bread enough for a year, but he explained that 
seventy men could eat ‘a pile of bread {n one day. When all was in readiness the 
dinner call was sounded, and from every tent, and out of every retreat created 
by topography, the men began to appear. As each one approached, he unbuckled 
his canteen-shaped double plate, in one of which he received his beef stew, and in 
the other sauer kraut, pork, potatoes and bread, with coffee in his tin cup. Spread- 
ing out on the grass and by the roadside, each man sat to himself, and taking 
knife, fork and spoon from blouse pocket, began the meal. Familiarly they 
talked across to each other, and when one man made a slip and emptied his 
plate upon the ground, he was comforted by a comrade, who shouted to him: 

“Never mind, Casey; they’re going to kill you, anyhow, in Cuba.” 

This was the only reference made to the war during the entire day. 


The Letter from Home. 


While the meal was progressing there was one man sitting over at the trunk 
of a tree who was deeply interested in the contents of a letter he was reading that 
he heard neither the call to dinner nor heeded the clatter about him. He was a 
young fellow, with a bright, manly face, evidently unused to this hard life, and 
was deeply immersed in a letter from mother or sweetheart. 
pare after page and drew it closer to his eyes as he read, it could be seen that 
it was heart appeaiing to heart. Poor boy, he is one of the principals in the new 
life tragedies which are to be enacted. The rifle shots sounded im Cuba, striking 
further than the drawn tines in front, will continue on into the rural homes of the 
weeping women of our land. 

Around the pots there moved another young man, who, snatching a moment 
from his work, went aside and hastily opened a letter he had just received from 
the passing postman with the anxiety of a man who did not have time to read the 
whole letter. He looked at the address, turned over its six pages to the end, 
and changing the page around so as to read the line which had been continued 
around the edges, came upon tne name.e. A call brought him back to the pots 
again, and once more he opened the coveted missive, trying to get all that there 
was in it. It was in such quiet scenes as this that the intensity of the occasion 
could be read rather than in the military evolutions, where the machine moves in 
grandeur and obliterates the individual! 


«Clearing Off the Table.”’ 


But back to our meal. Two large kettles, one filled with hot, the other with cold 
water, and placed by a newly opened trench. Half a dozen men arise from their 
open-air meal at once, and forming a line, number one empties his remnants into 
the trench, goes to the pot and douches plates and knives, places them back upon 
his person, walks off about his business and is followed by each one in turn, until 
the last is reached, and he has the additiona] duty of shoveling a covering of 
earth upon the new deposit in the trench. Not a sign that the men have been eat- 
ing is left upon the ground, a splendid suggestion to boarding house keepers as to 
how to reduce trouble and expense. 


The Old [an with the Wood. 


By this time a @ttzzly looking old man drove up with a wagen load of wood, 
As he lived in the country I entered into conversation with him. 

‘They are paying us $1.75 a cord for this wood—the gov’ment js,” said he, put- 
ting the long-drawn accent on the last syllable. 

“T was in Gordon’s brigade,” he continued, “in the Sixtieth Georgia, which 
was pow’ful cut up into small fragments. Jones, from Fulton county, Was our 
colonel. Yes, I'm glad that war is over, but the sight o’ these boys makes my blood 
spurt some. But then, I reckon, as I am old, the best thing I can do for the 
gov’ment is to sell it wood. Ef you hev wood to sell,’”’ said he, growing confiden- 
tial, “jest go an’ see the captain over thar—he's the man what buys it.” 

He whipped up his ol@ mules and drove off, almost getting tangled up in the 
ranks of the Seventh regiment as it suddenly turned @ sharp corner and marched

Tne Detail of the Day. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 25, 8 p. m.—The organization of the troops into an 
army corps has practically been decided upon. No general order has been 1s- 
sued to this affect, nor will such an order be issued until such time as the vari- 
ous regiments of infantry and the artillery now on their way to the park are 
actually encamped here. 

The corps will be made up of two divisions of cavalry, of three regiments 
each, a general order for the formation of which was issued Saturday by Major 
General Brooke, two divisions of infantry of four regiments each and ten bat- 
teries of ‘artillery, to be formed into a regiment. It, is quite probable that otter 
regiments which have been telegraphed for, but which have not yet been heard 
from, will arrive here within the next day or two, possibly enough to form 
another division. As it stands now, the cavalry division is as follows: 

Colone] A. K. Arnold, first cavalry, commanding; first brigade, composed of the 

irst cavalry, Second cavalry, Tenth eavalry. Second brigade, Colonel 8S. 5S. 
Sumner commanding, composed of the Third cavalry, Sixth cavalry and Ninth 
cavalry. 

All the infantry regiments which will be embraced in the First brigade of in- 
fantry are already on the ground and in camp. This’ brigade will be made up of 
the Seventh, Bighth. Twelfth and Twenty-fifth infantry regiments, and will be 
placed in command of Colonel Andrew Burt, of the Twenty-fifth (colored) reg!- 
ment, a veteran of the civil war and the hero of many a hard fought Indian 
campaign. The Sefond infantry brigade will be composed of the First, Second, 
Sixteenth and Twenty-fourth regiments. Of these; the T venty-fourth (colored), 
and Second are the only ones actually on the ground, the latter arriving late to- 
night. Both the First and Sixteenth have been heard from, however, and will 
be here by tomorrow night. Colone] J. C. Bates, of the Second infantry, will be 
given this command. Who the infantry division commander will be has not yet 
been decided upon. Of the ten batteries of artillery which it is known wil] ren- 
dezvous at Chickamauga, seven are actually here.

“I do not know whether they will want 
me or not. but I will volunteer my services 
to goin any capacity that they might want 
me. I da not believe, however, that the 
people of this country are anxious for a 
war on the grounds that it has been de- 
clared. What they wanted was war on 
the ground that the United States battle- 
ship Maine was biown up, if not by ahe 
Spanish government, by their agents and in 
their harbor while accepting their protec- 
tion in time of peace between the two na- 
tions. I think that the administration has 
taken the wrong issue in declaring war, 
and I believe that is the general sentiment. 
I must say I do not see any cause for war 
under the cause which it has been declared 
But whether wrong or right, it is still my 
country.’

It is well 
understood by those conversant with the 
facts that this prosecution has becn insti- 
tuted bv bitter and relentless and personal 
enemies of Mr. Eberhart. 

We believe that the prosecution, in order 
to make out the case, will have to rely 
solely on the testimony of irresponsible ne- 
groes who have had disagreements with 
Mr. Eberhart, many of whom he has be- 
friended when they were in trouble and 
néeded assistance.

The Vocables of Mugwumpery. 

Mr. Cleveland took occasion the other 
day to modify Stephen Decatur’s famous 
declaration which came to this climax— 
“Our Country, Right or Wrong.” The 
ex-president says: “Stand by the coun- 
try when she is right; and I am not so 
sure that we should not stand by her 
when she is wrong.” 

No doubt Mr. Cleveland is a student 
of Editor Godkin’s editorials on what 
kind of a country a man would be justi- 
fied in dying for, and what sort of a 
policy deserves to be supported to the 
furthest limit. Therefore, he is not so 
sure that we should not stand by the 
country even when she is wrong. The 
phrase is not a happy one, but it is thor- 
oughly typical of mugwumpery and all 
that jit stands for. 

The ordinary man who is not inflated 
with-the follv’of self-conceit, and who 
has no notion of making himself con- 
spicuous doesn't split hairs in that way. 
When there is a question of a conflict 
with a foreign power, or with all the for- 
eign powers put together, he doesn’t con- 
sider the question of rignt and wrong 
so far as the country is concerned. He 
may be most bitterly opposed to the pol- 
icy which brings about the threat of a 
conflict; he may have raised his voice 
and given his vote against them; but 
once the policy prevails and leads, or 
threatens to lead, to war with a foreign 
power, he forgets that there was such a 
policy, and remembers nothing but the 
fact that the country is threatened by 
an enemy. 

Such a man can truly say with Stephen 
Decatur: “Our cpuntry! In her inter- 
course with foreign nations, may she 
always be in the right; but our country 
right or wrong!”’ 

We have seen to what a pitiable con- 
dition mugwumpery brings its votaries 
Editor Godkin says that no country is 
worto dying for save that in which 
wisdom, justice, the arts. the sciences 
and politics in general have reached the 
highest ideals. And we suspect that 
there would have to be a cold bottle and 
a hot bird in reserve. Then comes Mr. 
Cleveland and cutely announces that he 
has not made up his mind whether to 
oppose or support his country when 
she’s in the wrong. 

Well, it is either a very great, or a 
very diverse country, that can shelter 
and sustain such shining lights of mug- 
wumpery as Editor Godkin and ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland!

| square miles and 75,000 inhabitants: the 


Caroline islands, containing 560 square 
miles and 36,000 inhabitants. and the 
Marianne islands, containing 420 square 
miles and 10,172 inhabitants. 

Her possessions in Africa include Rio 
de Oro and Adrar, containing 243.000 
square miles and 100,000 inhabitants: 
l’ernando Po Corsico and San Juan.won- 
taining 850 square miles and 30.000 in- 
habitants, and Ifui, containing twenty- 
seven square miles’ and. 6,000 inhabi- 
tants.

In the presence of foes who seek to 
bring reproach upon the nation’s flag, 
both north and south, unmindful of the 
issues which have separated them in 
times past, stand ready to exhibit at the 
cannon’s mouth the same intrepid spirit 
which they have r@retofore displayed in 
battle. Sectionalism yields to patriot- 
ism. With the prospect of grim-visaged 
war confronting us we sacrifice upon the 
nation’s altar whatever tends to breed 
estrangement, and realize more sensibly 
than ever that we are one people, indis- 
solubly bound together in blood and mu- 
tual interests. - 

The spirit af reconciliation has made 
rapid progress since the late war toward 
healing the differences between the north 
and the south, but the welding influence 
of some great crisis like the one which 
now confronts us, has been sorely felt. 
We cannot controvert this fact, nor can 
we avoid the conviction that the past 
few months have brought us closer to 
the goal of national fraternity than we 


with victory in every fight 

But scarcely less pronounced is the 
union which the present crisis has 
forged between the two great branches 
of the Anglo-Saxon family of nations. 
In this hour of conflict between Latin 
and Anglo-Saxon civilizations, Great 
Britain hastens to identify herself with 
the United States and to share in sym- 
pathy, if not in arms, the cause for which 
our swords are drawn. But even strong- 
er than the ties of racial kinship Great 
Britain realizes that our cause is just, 
and that every consideration of human- 
ity and righteousness must constrain her 
to extend the hand of fellowship to the 
United States. We desire to submit in 
this connection some brief extracts from 
The Montreal Star, one of the leading 
newspapers of Canada. ‘These extracts 
voice the sentiment which is entertained 
toward us with marked unanimity 
throughout the English-speaking world. 
Says The Montreal Star: 

Brothers are perhaps more apt to quar- 
rel than strangers, but there is seldom 
any bitterness in their quarrels; and there 


ts no nation under ‘heaven that we Britons 


would like to see whip the United States, 
unless now and then under great provo- 
cation we feel as though we would nof 
mind doing it ourselves. In time of peace 
and prosperity there may be rivalries be- 
tween us; there may be occasional inter- 
national threatening and jibing, because 
we have both got our share of fools; but 
in times of nationa] trial or misfortune the 
dominant feeling among Britons is that 
the two nations are one people. Their 
blood, their traditions, their history in 
great part, their characteristic virtues, 
and their characteristie faults, to a large 
extent, are all ours. Apart from the merits 
of the quarrel between the United States 
and Spain itt is impossible that men of 
British blood could ever wish to see the 
people of the United States “fall into the 
hands of Spain.”’ American diplomacy is 
rough and it ts possible that the awful 
calamity of war might have been averted 
by diplomacy of another order, but the 
end in view, the termination of the reign 
of horror in Cuba, compels our sympathies. 
Spain’s methods of colonial government 
are not our methods. Spain’s way of fight- 
ing is not our way, and all our sympathies 
will go with the brave soldiers and sailors 
of a free people fighting for the cause of 
humanity and struggling to extend the 
bounds of freedom, 

We feel it unnecessary to pursue the 
subject further. With the sections bound 
together by stronger ties of mutual sym- 
pathy than have united them at any time 
since the late war between the states, 
and with the two great branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race cordially clasping 
hands across the seas, what power or 
what set of powers dare molest us with 
impunity? 
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Whose Turn Is It Next? 

The resignation of Secretary Gary has 
evidently set to work the forces of dis- 
integration in the president’s cabinet. 

Immediately upon the heels of that 
resignation comes the resignation of Sec- 
retary Sherman, and naturally, at this 
juncture the question which is upper- 
most in every thoughtful mind is: Who 
will be the next cabinet officer to sur- 
render his portfolio? 

Since the present crisis first began to 
assume menacing proportions several! 
weeks ago, public attention has been 
fixed upon the weakness of the cabinet, 
with the result that Secretary Gary and 
Secretary Sherman have found it neces- 
sary to resign their offices. But the 
withdrawal of these members from the 
cabinet does not remove its weakness nor 
silence the voice of sharp criticism which 
some of the leading republican newspa- 
pers of the country are disposed to raise. 
Much dissatisfaction is expressed with 
the manner in which Secretary Long is 
managing the affairs of his department. 
While his ability in general lines is 
cheerfully admitted, it is claimed that 
he is qualified neither by experience nor 
temperament for the weighty and mo- 
mentous obligations incumbent upon 
him at this time. But Secretary Gage 
is even more severely criticized by frank 
republicans than is Secrefary Long. We 
quote from The Chicago Tribune. This 
newspapes through its representative 
in Washington declares that Secretary 
Gage is visionary in his ideas, and that 
he seems to labor under the impression 
that no one else is master of the princi- 
ples of finance but himself. Imbued 
with this impression, the representative 
declares that Secretary Gage has endeav- 
ored to besiege the legislative depare 
ment of the government with militarv 
tactics. “One might say a priori that 
Secretary Gage would be’ an ideal man 
for secretary of the treasury,” observes 
the representative, ‘“‘whereas, in fact, he 
has been one of the most inefficient and 
least competent in the history of the 
government. His record up to this time 
has been a most conspicuous failure, and 
unless his methods are entirely changed, 
he will retire from office without credit 
and without distinction.” We might 
quote further, but this shows the gen- 
eral nature of the criticism. 

But there are other weak brethren in 
the cabinet, and the next few weeks are 
likely to result in further changes, in- 
volving most of the portfolios.

af present assistant surgeon on the 

staff of Commander General Miles and 
who will be remembered well in Atlanta, 
has been commissioned by President Mc- 
Kinley to organize a regiment of mounted 
cowboys, and in this command Theodore 
Roosevelt is to be lieutenant colonel. The 
assistant secretary of the navy tendered 
his resignation to the president yesterday 
and it is expected that he will within a 
few days go west with Colonel Wood to aid 
in recruiting the regiment which is expect- 
ed to accomplish some spectacular effects 
in Cuba. 

It is understood that this regiment is to 
be called Roosevelt's Rough Riders. That 
will not be the official name, but ft will be 
so known én the newspapers and through 


the army. Colonel Wood will be remember- | 


ed in Atlanta largely because of his prowess 
as a football player with the barraeks team 
and the Tech team, which he coached. He 
has seen a lot of service in the west and 
in some of the Indian wars led a regiment 
of cowboys. 

He is a fighter in every sense of the word 
and with his rough riders stands a good 
chance of winning fame. 

The tdea of the creation of this regiment 
came from Secretary Alger, who saw at 
once the great value which such an or- 
ganization might be in campaigns of the 
character that are to be waged in Cuba. 
Dr. Wood served in the Indian campaigns 
of the eighties with General Miles and has 
for some time been on the general's staff. 
In view of his past career he was suggested 
to the secretary and the president as an 
ideal man for such a command. 


His Record in Georgia. 


Colonel Wood was for some time sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson ag surgeon of 
the Fifth infantry. His reputation in Geor- 
gia is one of a man noted for great power, 
muscular strength and fearlessness. 

He has appeared upon nearly every foot- 
ball gridiron in the state and wherever he 
went as a player the moment he appeared 
upon the field he attracted attention. His 
sinewy and knotted muscles thas could be 
distinguished through a heavy uniform 
were the admiration of all the athletes.in 
the state. 

He played with and traine@:the Fort 
McPherson football] team, and with his 
knowledge of the game made the men 
whom he cultivated to be almost giants 
and win any game they entered. He train- 
ed the team of the Technological school 
and brought the boys from almost midgets 
to one of the strongest teams in the state. 

The game between the Techs and the 
University of Georgia, played in 1894. will 
be remembered by all the members of both 
colleges as one of the hardest fought foot- 
ball battles that hy .ever happened in 
Georgia. 

Center Rush in Football. 

In this game Colonel Wood was the cen- 
ter rush for the Tech team, and his rushes 
through the center of the Georgia boys’ 
line were marvels of human power. At 
One time in the game Dr. Wood had six 
men on his back, but managed to carry 
the ball nearly twenty yards before he 
was finally downed. 

It is his delight to be in action. Where 
activity was, was his place and he took 
pleasure in hunting for any kind and al 
Kind of sports where he could show his 
prowess. AS a surgeon he has no fear of 
culting and his hands, at all times almost 
nerveless, regardless of the duty he is en- 
gaged in, have performed many perilous 
operations on the human body that would 
make less strong practitioners shutter. 

It is said that the sight of blood has no 
fear for him and when in the midst of 
carnage and suffering he is the most fear- 
less. The appointment of Colonel Wood as 
cOlonel of a regiment of this class of men 
will meet with the approval of the officers 
of the army and his friends in the state 
will be glad to know that ‘he js to take 
command of a body of daring riders like 
Ashby’s' men in the civil war, Joe Wheel- 
er’s cavalry or the Cossacks of Russia. 

How Regiment Is Formed. 

Colonel Wood proceeds west today and 
begins the recruiting of his regiment in the 
territories and those states of the west 
which have been eéalle@ on for but few sol- 
diers, because of the comparative small- 
ness of their population, but where there {fs 
a larger proportion of fighting men to the 
number of inhabitants than any Other part 
of the country. 

He will go at once to Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, Utah and Wyo. 
ming. The command is to consist of 
mounted riflemen. Colonel Wood will enlist 
only men who have had the experience of 
life on the plains—men who are good riders, 
€00d shots and are used to life outdoors. 
With the exception of Colonel Wood and 
Lieutenant Colonel Roosevelt, the other 
officers will be chosen from the states and 
territories where the men are recruited. 
There is a great demand for places and 
since Colonel Wood was given his commis. 
sion he has been ‘overwhelmed with appli- 
cations for place in this command, which 
promises to be one of the star commands 
of the Cuban army. He has had to refuse 
all applicants, however, for it is his purpose 
to have the other officers chosen from the 
fighting men of the west.

The Brady-«Miller 
stables have put in a bid for these well 
as Other firms in Atlanta and it is probable 
that a *%ong&ct for furnishing these 
animals will sete to some one of the 
Atlanta concerns, which will cause a lively 
trade in strong horses and mules here. The 
contract for these horses will be awarded 
at once and the movement of them will 
commence as soon as possible. 

The first Jlarge purchase of supplies bought 
In Atlanta since the removal! of the dgpart- 
ment headquarters here was made yester- 
iday and a full carload will go to Tampa 
today. This is the beginning of what will 
develop into a Jarge trade with the local!

“T have the nigger,” called out the mar- 
shal over the telephone, “but you wil find 
him pretty badly beaten up.” 

Last night at half-past 10 o'’cleck the 
marshal arrived with Cotton and the négro 
was safely locked up at the police bar 
racks. McCurdy was notified of the cap 
ture of the negro and he got out of his 
bed and went to the barracks. His 
was done up in bandages ang was swollen. 

“I just couldn’t sleep until I saw that 
negro behind the bars,” said McCurdy. 
a ve had lots of experience with meas 
negroes, but this fellow was the worst I 
ever tackled. He fought like a demon, and 
it was all I could do to keep him from 
getting hold of my pistol. He bit my hand 
S0 viciously and fiercely that I could do 
nothing but take my hand from his teeth.” 

Cotton is wanted for breaking open cars 
on the Southern railroad. MeCurdy paid 
a reward of $ and the expenses of bring- 
ing the negro to Atlanta. The money will 
doubtless be refunded by the eity.

Please 
wire as early as possible what equipments, 
ammunition, arms, blankets, tents, etc., 
you have and what additional yuu will re- 
quire. Please also state when troops will 
be ready for muster to the United States 
service. Details to follow by mail.

The 
details of the plan to raise volunteers were 
perfected by the war department yester- 
' day. 

Means Complete Reorganization. 

The state troops who volunteer will be 
subjected to a complete reorganization and 
there will be no companies to preserve 
their individuality after they are enlisted 
into the volunteer army. The governor will 
appoint both regimental and company offi- 
cers. When Georgia has recruited up to the 
number asked for Governor Atkinson will 
commission Captain Brown and Colonel 
Lawton to command the two regiments. 
The two light batteries will be incurporat- 
ed with other batteries and the president 
will appoint their officers. 

In cases where there are battalions or 
companies over and above the number of 
regiments required these left over bat- 
talions or companies will, with left over 
battalions and companies from other states 
be formed into regiments, and of these 
regiments, made up as they are of soldiers 
from different states, the president will 
appoint the regimental officers. The presi- 
dent expresses the wish that the regiments 
of the national guard or the state militia 
be among the number of the volunteers 
as much as possible, because of the fact 
that they are organized, equipped and 
drilled. But it is made clear that there is 
nothing compulsory about this volunteer-

Captain Hall is a most accomplished offi- 
cer, hawing graduated ‘as the military 
protege of the late General Philip Cook 
from West Point. Deciding upon civil life 
after graduation, he commanded the cadet 
corps in Charleston Citadel for several 
years, afterwards coming to Georgia, and 
always evincing interest in military af- 
fairs. This interest has been recognized 
by the governors of the state, who have 
at times, called upon him for advice. The 
fact that his application is already before 
the governor for service renders consid- 
eration of his name in connection with the 
artillery battalion entirely feasible.

A Majority of the Executive Committee 
Is Opposed te a Change. 


COMMITTEE WILL NOT MEET 


Hon. Boykin Wright, of the Tenth, 
Points Out the Objections. 


WOULD DEFEAT THE ENDS SOUGHT

EVERAL more members of the demo- 
S cratic state executive committee were

Judge Sam A ikinson, who is in charge at 
Judge Spencer Atkinson’s headquarters, in 
the Equitable, said that he had heard from 
a number of the members of the commit- 
tee, but he preferred not to give out their 
replies just now. He put in a busy day and 
had many callers‘from different sect'ons 
of the state and the failure of the commit- 
tee to adopt his candidate’s suggestion in 
regard to changing the primary plan did not 
appear to disturb him. He differed with 
some of the members in their reasons for 
holding to the present plan, but he said that 
the Atkinson campaign would go on just 
the same. 

Colonel Ed Brown did not get back from 
Athens yesterday and there was little news 
at the Candler headquarters: Among the 
visitors was one from Putnam who said 
there was no question about that county 
going for Colonel Candler.

Impressed with the success of this in- 
stitution of the kindergarten, Dr. Shutter, 
with associates among the clergy of Min- 
neapolis, determined to establish a social 
settlement ‘in a district, recognized as in 
need of it. In six months time, he stated, 
the venture had proven ag successful as 
that of the kindergarten, while his ac- 
count of the operation of the settlement 
as it now is was most interesting. 

lt consists of various departments in 
Which all ages and conditions are included. 
There are the kindergarten of the chil- 
dren, the day nurseries for the babies of 
working women, the night school for those 
Wishing to take advantage of it, the moth- 
ers’ meetings by which women are enabled 
to become enlightened ato those matters 
pertaining to the betterment of their 
homes; the debating classes for men, and 
Clubs for boys and girls. Social inter- 
course. is promoted by friendly visiting 
among those interested in the settlement, 
Many of whom are ‘actually of it. A well- 
known clergyman and his wife reside at 
the home permanently, while among the in- 
Mates are others similarly interested, and 
Promoters of the institution. 

At the conclusion of his taik, Dr. Shutter 
met With enthusiastic expression from his 
hearers, all of whom were delighted with 
his @iscourse.

for the purpose of considering your jrop- 
osition to change the plan of the primary 
adopted unanimously by that body at its 
last sesston, and to substitute therefor a 
plan suggested by yourself. 

“The arrangement adopted by the com- 
mittee provides that the democrats in each 
county vote directly for the candilate of 
their choice, and that the candidate receiv- 
ing the greatest number of votes in each 
county be declared the cnoice of the party 
in that county, and thereupon the Celcgates 
to the state nominating convention be se- 
lected by the county executive committee, 
and. said delegates shall cast their votes in 
the convention in accordance with the 
wishes of the party s0 deelared. 

‘‘In other words, according to the present 
Plan devised by the committee the eéndi- 
date for governor getting the gréatest 
number of votes in a particular county will 
be entitled to the vote of that county in 
the convention. 

“This, as far as I am advised, has »'ways 
been the rule of the party in Georgia. 

“The only change made Dy ihe comnmit- 
tee this year is to give the voter the priv- 
ilege of voting directly for the cantlaane 
himself, instead of voting indirectly for 
delegates to the convention; who :inight or 
might not vote for the man of ‘he voters’ 
choice. 

“In this way each democratic vuier, how- 
ever humble and obseure, is Zuaranteed the 
full force and weight of his Wishes ‘n de- 
termining who shall be the e«hoice of his 
county for governor.

I have the honor to-:acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your favor of the 2ist instafit 
suggesting that the. state executive (demo- 
cratic) committee be reassembled for the 
purpose of considering a new method of 
selecting delegates for ‘the Severaf coun- 
ties in the approaching sta4fé cohvention, 
which will nominate’ candidate for: g0v- 
ernor, and suggestin {hat I request the 
chairman of thé co tlee to reassemble 
the committee for such purpose. 

“The method you propose is a departure 
from the method whith has obtatmed for 
a great number of years, and does not 
commend itself to my judgment. It is so 
radical a change that. I would not feel at 
liberty, as a member of the executive com- 
advocate it. I beg to suggest 
that, if the method of selecting delegates 
is to be revolutionized, it ought to be done 
by the party in convention assembled. It 
seems to me that, if the committee should 
take the action proposed, without instruc- 
tion. or intimation from the party in con- 
vention assembled, it would savor of pre- 
sumption, albeit one of the candidates for 
the nomination requests such change. If 
representatives to the legishature and coun- 


ty officers are selected by a plurality of 


votes, I see no good reason why the same 
rule should not obtain in the selection 
and, 
for one, I am not disposed at present to 
favor a change so radical. 

‘‘Permit me to sugsest that the change 
proposed presents a finer opportunity for 
combination than any other that has been 
presented. To illustrate: Suppose that in 
the county of Whitfield there are a thou- 
sand democratic votes polled at the pri- 
marjes, and that one candidate gets 400 
and each of the others 300 votes.

justly, his strength should be thrown to 
the man who received the highest number 
of votes at the polls; but there is no 
assurance that it would be thus cast.

SOAP AGENTS ARRESTED. 


They Were Selling SogH in West End 
Without a License—Involves In- 
ter-State Commerce Law. 


Yesterday morning Patrolman Turner ar- 
rested Rich Williams and W. O. Reeves, 
two young men, for selling soap at West 
End without license, and they were tried 
in the police court in the afternoon.

His Case Called Yesterday and Con- 
tinued Thirty Days. 


HIS LEADING COUNSEL IS ILL 


The Judge Admits His Mind Is Occu- 
pied with War Matters.

Flanagan’s Appearance Much Changed 
but He Still Declines To Talk 
: to Reporters. 


murderer, was not tried at Decatur 
yesterday morning on account of the 

illness of his leading counsel, Colonel W. 
Cc, Glenn. There was considerable differ- 
ence in the aspects of things yesterday and 
the last time Flanagan was arraigned for 
the killing of Mrs, Allen and Miss Ruth 
Slack at Poplar Spring, on New Year's eve 
1896, Last summer when he was tried the 
old courthouse Was ‘the scene of the 
many sensations which developed; squads 
of soldiers paraded about the building; 
whispered rumors of lynching flew thick 
and fast; and Flanagan himself looked 
like a wild man from Borneo with his 
long matted hair and bushy, unkempt 
whiskers. Yesterday the old courthouse 
was gone and twenty-five negro convicts 
were digging the foundation for a new 
building; there were no soldiers and only 
a few citizens lottered about the place, 
too busy’ talking about the war with 
Spain to pay much attention to the trial 
of anybody; and Flanagan had ‘nis hair cut 
in regulation style and his whiskers were 
gone, a neatly curled moustache alone re- 
maining. 

Near the site of the old courthouse & 
temporary frame building has been erect- 
ed and this is used as a courthouse. In one 
of the larger rooms Judge Candler opened 
court and five panels of jurors were 
drawn. Then the case of Flanagan was 
cailed. The state anncunced ready. MF. 
Dan Rountree, of Glenn & Rountree. an- 
nounced that his partner, Colonel Glenn, 
was not present on account of ill health. 
He said Colone] Glenn had been in bad 
health for the, past two years and lately 
the cause of his illness had been discover- 
ed and he had been subjected to such‘ 
treatment that he was weak in conse- 
quence and unable to be out. Two physi- 
Cians signed a statement setting forth 
that Colonel Glenn was not physically able 
to undergo the fatigue, and ordeal of a 
trial. 

Mr. Rountree also called the attention of 
the court to the fact that the war would 
detract from a full and impartial hearing. 
as the jurors would be shut up and de- 
prived of the news which was being g0 
eagerly sought and devoured. He said he 
believed it was probable that the presid- 
ing officer of the court would soon be 
called to the front as a military command- 
er and if a trial was begun it might be 
summarily ended on this account before it 
tas concluded, 

The time asked for was thirty days. 

Solicitor Kimsey in his reply eaid- he be- 
lieved the showing for a continuance was 
sufficient. 

Judge Candler said he knew that Colonel 
Glenn was unable to attend court. 
judge also admitted that the didn’t think 
he was at this time competent to try the 
case, as he could not keep his mind off the 
stirring and important public events now 
transpiring. 

There was applause in the e¢ourtroom 
when the judge referred to the war. The 
continuance was granted. 

Flanagan was brought back to Atlanta 
and placed in the Fulton county jail, He 
had very little to say about his case, only 


remarking once that he wished it “was all 
over with.’’

The institution was quite a harge 
one, as far as the amount of spuce 
covered was concerned, but the number of 
inmates is said to be very small. Only one 
child that was in the home could be found 
after the fire, and it is said that this was 
all the orphans in it. 

The old walls will probably be torn away 
in a short time.

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> ‘TROOPER AND HORSEMAN ARRAYED 
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| ‘Field Evolutions Will Mark the Weck in Camp Thomas, 
with Stirring Scenes of Skill andDaring. 


‘The Arrival and Location of an Army—Pitching Tents and 
Getting the Kitchen Into Order—Reading Letters from 
Home—0Old Confederate and His Load of Wood. 
Developments of the Day in the Park. 


By P. J. Toran. 


Chickamauga Park, April 25.—(Staff Correspondence The Constitution.)—Caval- 
ry evolutions,ordered for 9 o'clock this morning, made a beginning in the warlike 
feature of the encampment, and the shrill bugle call brought attention to the head- 
quarters of the Sixth. 

Man and horse were equally ready for the work, and the broken character of 
the ground gave fine display, in the-rounding of curves, the disappearance into 
valleys and the reappearance upon the summit of another eminence. As the whole 
command, after breaking into squadrons and into smaller divisions, would answer 
to the call of realignment, riding down with fyll force and spirit, it did not require 
much imagination to picture the terror which they would create as they would 
throw their full weight against the Spaniards. One young Heutenant, with the 
flaxen locks of a Saxon trooper and imbs which were as long as agile, could al- 
most wind himself as a ribbon around his charger, making a splendid marker for 
his comrades when he sat erect a head above every trooper surrounding him. His 
carriage recalled the dash of Custer, whose daring recklessness cost him his life 
as well as that of his whole command at the hands of Sitting Bull’s men. 

The cool, crisp atmosphere of the morning had dispelled the dampness of the 
past few days, though the ground onthe bottoms was soggy and wet. The im- 
proved conditions had the necessary effect upon the men, whose first work was to 
put camp in readiness, answer the regulation calls, and then stroll out looking at 
the reward of soldiers who had fought in another generation. Many of them are 
doomed to find early graves in a foreign land, some few will prove themselves to be 
men of the hour, and rise to eminence, while the majority will sink back to civilian 
life in time, only to become the prey of politicians, whose peace principles kept them 
at home in time of danger, and only grew into ferocity when there was no enemy 
in sight. 


The Arriving Troops Scanned. 


A visit around the camps necessarily begins at the depot, where there has just 
arrived a cavalry regiment, with its train supplies. As the men tumble out of the 
etuffy passenger coaches in which they have been confined for several days their 
first thought must be for their horses, which have to be coaxed out with consider- 
able difficulty, but once in open air, so full of restrained energy, that they make 
violent efforts to throw it off. Hundreds of civillans, as well as soldiers already on 
the field, stand around to greet the boys. The unloading of the immense army 
wagons from the flat cars, and the loading of tents, equipages and suppHes upon 
them is none of it light work. When all is ready, the command is given te move, 
and up the winding hill upon which is now located the headquarters of General 
Brooke, the whole column stretches out and begins to take shape. Here and there 
may be found a trooper who shows evidence of having had something in his 
pocket, but his horse is full sober at least, though restive under his long confine- 
ment. Reaching a fleld which has been designated for thetr encampment a halt is 
made, and the work begins, the whole scene looking more like a thick colony of 
ants, passing and repassing as they go to and from some newly discovered sugar 
lump. 


Ladies Watching the Cooking. 


Among the ledies who visit the camp, the greatest interest centors in the cull- 
nary service. They will halt their vehicles for an hour at a time and watch the 
modus operandi with the utmost interest. Upon the arrival of the Sixth a num- 
ber of ladies present became so interested that they alighted and went over to 
the cook to get the inside facts as to how an army of men was fed. A commis- 
gary tent stood hard by, filled with barrels of flour and potatoes, boxes of hard- 
tack, canned goods, beans, and a quantity of fresh and salted meats. A hastily 
improvised wood fire had been built, above which crossed an iron rod, resting upon 
two iron supports stuck in the ground. From this rod thus depended the pots, out 
of which the steam was already rising, while a short distance off stood the com- 
pany baker, a solid looking man of German mold, who, with sleeves rolled up, 
was kneading the dough with strokes hard enough to be heard half a mile off. 

‘ “What splendid beat biscuits he could make. with that stroke,” exclaimed one 
. Of the ladies. 

It looked as if he was making bread enough for a year, but he explained that 
seventy men could-eat a pile of bread in one day. When all was in readinéss the 
dinner call was sounded, and from every tent, and out of every retreat created 
by topography, the men began to appear. As each one approached, he unbuckled 
his canteen-shaped double plate, in one of which he received his beef stew, and in 
the other sauer kraut, pork, potatoes and bread, with coffee in his tin cup. Spread- 
ing out on the grass and by the roadside, each man sat to himself, and taking 
knife, fork and spoon from blouse pocket, began the meal. Familiarly they 
talked across to each other, and when one man made a slip and emptied his 
plate upon the ground, he was comforted by a comrade, who shouted to him: 

“Never mind, Casey; they’re going to kill you, anyhow, in Cuba.” 


This was the only reference made to the war durimg the entire day. 


The Letter from Home. 


While the meal was progressing there was one man gitting over at the trunk 
of a tree who was deeply interested in the contents of a letter he was reading that 
he heard neither the call to dinner nor heeded the clatter about him. He was a 
young fellow, with a bright, manly face, evidently unused to this hard life, and 
was deeply immersed in a letter from mother or sweetheart. As he turned over 
pare after page and drew it closer to his eyes as he read, it could be seen that 
it was heart appeaiing to heart. Poor boy, he js one of the principals in the new 
life tragedies which are to be enacted. The rifle shots sounded im Cuba, striking 
further than the drawn lines in front; will continue on into the rural homes of the 
weeping women of our land. 

Around the pots there noved another young man, who, snatching a moment 
from his work, went aside and hastily opened a letter he had just received from 
tbe passing postman with the anxiety of a man who did not have time to read the 
whole letter. He looked at the address, turned over its six pages to the end, 
and changing the page around so as to read the line which had been continued 
around the edges, came upon /ine name.e. A call brought him back to the pots 
again, and once more he opened the coveted missive, trying to get all that there 
was in it. It was in such quiet scenes as this that the intensity of the occasion 
could be read rather than in the military evolutions, where the machine moves in 
grandeur and obliterates the individual! 


‘Clearing Off the Table.”’ 


But back to our meal. Two large kettles, one filled with hot, the other with cold 
water, and placed by a newly opened trench. Half a dozen men arise from their 
open-air meal at once, and forming a line, number one empties his remnants into 
the trench, goes to the pot and douches plates and knives, places them back upon 
his person, walks off about his business and is followed by each one in turn, until 
the last is reached, and he has the additional] duty of shoveling a covering of 
earth upon the new deposit in the trench. Not a sign that the men have been eat- 
ing is left upon the ground, a splendid suggestion to boarding house keepers as to 
how to reduce trouble and expense. 


The Old [Man with the Wood. 


By this time a ¢Tizzly looking old mgn drove up with a wagen load of wood. 
As he lived in the country I entered into conversation with him. Pp

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The president today sent to congress the following message recommending a dcc- 
laration of war against Spain: | 

“The senate and house of representatives of the United States of America—I transmit to the congress for 
its consideration and approval copies of correspondence recently had with the representatives of Spain in 
the United States with the United States minister at Madrid, and through the latter with the government 
of Spain, showing the action taken under joint resolution approved April 20, 1898, ‘for the recognition of 
the independence of the people of Cuba, demanding that the government of Spain relinquish its authority 
and government in the island of Cuba and to withdraw its land and navyal forces fr om Cuba and Caban wat- 
ers, and directing the president of the United States to use the land and naval forces of the United States to 
earry these resolutions into effect.’ * 

“UT pon communicating to the Spanish minister in Washington the demand, which it became the duty of 
the executive to address to the government of Spain in obedience to said resolution, the minister asked for 
his passports and withdraw. The United States minister at Madrid was in turn notified by the Spanish min. 
ister for foreign affairs that the withdrawal of the Spanish representative from the United States had termine 
ated’ diplomatic relations between the two countries, an@ that all offiicial communication between their re- 
@pective representatives ceased therewith. 

“lI rcommend to your especial attention the note addressed to the United States minister at Madrid by the 
Spanish minister fr foreign affairs on the 2ist instant, whereby the foregoing notification was conveyed. 
It will be perceived therefrom that the government of Spain, having cognizance of the jotnt resolution of
